z Each Future “Ex” Is to Receit 
$25,000 Annually 


WIDOWS ARE ALSO INCLUDED 


Carnegie Takes This Action So Ex 
Presidents May Devote Time 
to Public Matters. 


New York, November 21.—-Future ex- 
presidents of the United States are 
to be pensioned in the sum of $25,000 
each annually, by action of the Car- 
nmegie corporation of New York today. 
The grant is provided for with the 
idea of enabling former executives of 
the nation to devote their unique 
knowledge gained in public affairs to 
the public good, free from pecuniary 
care. A similar amount is to be paid 
widows of ex-presidents as long as 
they remain unmarried. 

No Application Required. 

The pensions are to be promptly 

offered to the ex-presidents or their 


widows, so that no application will be 
required from them. Payment is to 
be continued so long as the recipients’ 
“remain unprovided for by the goV- 
ernment.” 

The announcement followed the sec- 
ond annual meeting of the corporation 
held at the residence of Andrew Car- 
negie here and attended by the corpo- 
ration’'s eight trustees. Five of these 
eight trustees are the heads of the | 
five institutions which Mr. Carnegie 
has founded—the Carnegie endowment 
for international peace, Elihu Root, 
president; the Carnegie foundation for 
the: advancement of teaching, Henry 
S. Pritchett, president; the Carnegie 
institution of Washington, Robert §&. 
Woodward, president; Carnegie hero 
fund commission, Pittsburg, Charles L. 
Taylor, president; Carnegie institute 
of Pittsburg, William M. .Frew, presi- 
dent. ‘The successors of these five 
men become ex officio trustees of the 
Carnegie corporation of New York. In 
addition there are three Hfe trusteocs— 
Andrew Carnegie, Robert A. Franks 
and James Bertram. a 

Statement by Trastees. 

The trustees anthorigzed thig..state- 
ment of the corporation's aims: 

“A&A total of $145,060,000 in Securities 
has thus far been transferred to the 
corporation, which will carry on the 
Various works In which Mr, Carnegie 
has been engaged, and such otners as 
he may from time to time think it ad- 
Weable to establish, Mr, Carnegie pe- 
Heves he has taken the surest means 
of securing for thé future a body vI 
the best possible trustees. he heaas 
of the institutions named must inev- 
ita bly be men of hig-- moral and intel- 
kectual standing. They ate empowered 
by a two-thirds vote to modily or dis- 
continue any. branch of the service 
Which, tn their judgment, has become 
inadvisable or unnecessary, or if bet- 
ter use can be made of the funds, and 
also to adopt, from time to time, such 
work as by them may be decmed most 
desirable .o; the warts of the age, so 
that from age to age the fund may be 
expende.n upon the most profitable 
work, Whether that be the promotion 
of new ideas or the development of 
those of the day.” 

In the meeting the trustees took 
under consideration a number of mat- 
ters directly in their keeping and 
concerning the detaiis of which no an- 
nouncenient was made, but the princi- 
pal item of business passed upon w'as 
the pension plan for ex-presidents of 
ithe United States a: theiy widows. 

The Pension Announcement. 

The official announcement covering 
the matter follows: 

“Provision has been made 
this corporation for a pension for 
each future ex-president and his 
widow, unmarried, of twenty-five 
thousand dollars ($25,000) per year, as 
long as these remain unprovided for 
by the nation, tnat they may be able 
to spend the latter part of their lives 
devoting their unique knowledge 
gained of the public affairs to the 
public good free from pecuniary cares, 
These pensions will be promptly offer- 
ed to the ex-presidents or thetr 
widows, so that no application will be 
required from them.” 

No authorized reference was made 
to the matter of pensions other thay 
is contained in the foregoing an- 
nouncement. 

Robert A. Franks, one of the three 
life trustees of the Carnegie corpora- 
tion of New York, is treasurer of the 
Carnegie foundation for the advance- 
ment of teaching. Mr. Bertham is 
Mr. Carnegte’s secretary. 

Ne Comment By Taft. 

Washington, November 21.—When 
informed tonight of the action of the 
Carnegie corporation, of New York, in 
providing pensions for future ex-presi- 
dents of the United States, President 
Taf: sald it waS a very novel and a. 
very unexpected proposition. but that 
he preferred to make no camment up- 
on it tonight. 

In a speech before the Lotus 
in New York city last Saturday 
the president hinted broadly that con- 
gress should provide tor ex-presidents 
sO ihat they need not lower the dig- 
nity of the position they held when 
they re-enter private life.

Its salient 
points in brief were: Resolved, that 
a strict adherence to the principles 
of the organization be observed; that 
competent state. and highway engi- 
neers be employed; that co-operation 
with the federal government be 
prompted; that increasing interest in 
good road building is being manifest- 
ed; that a sinking fund be urged in 
all states and counties befare good 
reads bonds are issued: that convicts 
be used thm every state in the union 
for constructing roads: that co-opera- 
tion with the states building roads be 
that the railways helping in 
gs00d roads be thanked by the conven- 
tion and co-operated with; that good 
road days be adopted everywhere; that 
the Fulton county commissioners, the 
press of Atlanta, the Capital. City 
club, the Piedmont Driving club, the 
M. & M. club and the Piedmont hotel 
be thanked for their courtestes ex- 
tended the convention. 

Speed Mania Condemned. 

On one part of the resolutions adopt- 
ed especial stress was laid. 

Resolved, -That inasmuch as there 
can be no effective progress in road 
improvement -without the co-operation 
of pedestrians, drivers of animals and 
motor cars, this association hereby 
records its protest against driving any 
vehicle at any rate of speed which does 
not duly regard the rights of all others 
using the highway. 

Oe of the most animated discus- 
sions of the afternoon program was 
the discussion of the use of convict 
labor in road construction. It seemed 
to be the sentiment of all those who 
took part in the discussion, that this 
laLor was the solution of the convict 
question, that it made better, healthier 
and happier men out of the convicts 
and they were better men after their 
term in this work than when they en- 
tered the camps. 

R. E. Davison. chairman of the 
prison @ommission of the state of 
Georgia, and President Joseph Hyde 
Pratt. led the discussion. 

Reports on the special highways of 
the Southern Appalachian states were 
read and receiveq enthusiastically by 
the convention, 

Delegates View County Roads«. 

In the morning, the members of the 
convention were entertaimed by an 
automobile drive around Fulton coun- 
ty, leaving the Piedmont hotel at 190 
wtlock. Every member of the conven- 
tion expressed himself as delighted 
with the fine roads of the county and 
pointeg to them as an example for the 
other states and counties to follow. 

Luncheon was served at the Pied- 
mont Driving club at 1 o’clock, after 
whidh there were several informal 
talks, 

At the conclusion of the afternoon 
Session the convention adjourned sine 
die, to meet at Asheville. 


JURY’S VERDICT

been on trial in Laurens superior 
court this week for the murder of 
Mrs. Ella Doston last April. was this 
morning found guilty of involuntary 
manslaughter by a jury that was out 
over eight hours.

He told the prisoner that there was 
no doubt in his mind, according to 
the evidence, that he Was guilty of 
murder; that he had gone to the home 
where the fuss occurred, armed and 
ready for trouble, bent upon having 
satisfaction or a fight. Such instances 
as this, he said, were chiefly respon- 
sible fer the fact that there are so 
many murders and homicides in this 
state and the United States. 

After passing sentence upon the 
prisoner the judge discharged the jury 
brought in the verdict for the 
term, excusing them from further 
jury duty at this session of the court,

PASCHAL CASE 1S. ENDED

Decision Awaits Completion of Mor- 
gan Case, Which- Opens 
This Morning. 


Declaring that the safety .of the 
citizens of the nation ang the main- 
tenance of discipline in the ranks of 
the Georgia railroad employees lay at 
stake in the struggle being waged be- 
fure the arbitration board, Superin- 
tendent W. S. Brand, in a fervent ad- 
dress, summarized for the first time 
Thursday afternon the complete con- 
tention of the Georgia railroag of- 
ficials. 

Mr. Brand’s argument, which was 
followed by a brief statement by 
President T. K. Scott, and a final an- 
swer from Vice President James Mur- 
dock; completed the long-drawn-out 
and hotly contested hearing over the 
dismissal of Conductor J. T. Paschal 
by the Georgia roag officials last June 
for an alleged violation of the six- 
teen-hour law. 

At 5 o'clock both sides closed and a 
sigh of relief passed over the court- 
room with the realization that the 
celebrated Paschal case had at last 
come to an end. ' 

Judge William L. Chambers, Charles 
Wickersham, and F. A. Burgess, 
seated on the arbiters’ bench, then. 
adjourneg the session and announced 
that on Friday morning at 9 o’clock 
the dismissal of Flagman A. M. Mor- 
gan would be taken up and pushed 
through as rapidly ag possible, 

No decision will be rendered on the 
Paschal case yet. The three arbitra- 
tors will go over the evidence behind 
closeqg doors, and the decision will not 
be made until the Morgan case aiso 
has been completed. 

“Discipline Menaced,” Says Brand. 

As Superintendent Brand made his 
summary of the railroad side in the 
arbitration Thursday afternoon, he be- 
came so0 earnest in hig elaims that the 
lives of the public and the organization 
of t railroad were at stake that his 
valee Wembled with emotion. 

“Genftremen, I’m preaching—I m 
preaching my _ heart,” he said, as he 
came toward the close of his argu- 
ment of hour. “In this all-impor- 
tant pols Fy of discipline there is 
more involved than you may think. 
The mdnagement of a railroad cannot, 
without a proper measure of discipline, 
safeguard the operations of trains and 
teke care of the Hves entrusted to_it. 
the example ef an Iinsubordinate 
employee demoralization is 
spread throughout a large organiza- 
tion of men, and officials have got to 
be obeved and have their rules ad- 
hered to and respected if the gystem 
is to be maintained for the service and 
safetv of the people. 

reorgia railroad rule 131 requires 
that. in all cases of doubt or uncer- 
tainty employees shail take the. safe 
course, and run no risk. Mr. Paschal 
has stated under oath before this 
board that he often violated the speed 
rules, and that he would have permit- 
ted his engineer to take the ‘risk’ of 
Tunning his train from Conyers to 
Lithonia against another train on 
short time. Under oath he said he 
would take that risk. 

‘Upon his own testimony, is it possi- 
ble for anyone to doubt that the offi- 
cers of the Georgia railroad are justi- 
fied fully in their unwillingness to re- 
tain in the position of conductor, with 
its responsibilities, a man who admits 
he is willing to subject to unneces- 
sary risk the lives of employees and 
passengers?” 

“Violation Schooling” Is Denied. 

In his summary Mr. Brand made an 
answer to many of the charges of the 
labor leaders at which he had smiled 
silently during the nine days’ arbitra- 
tion. He denied the “violation school- 
ing’’ charged against his road, and re- 
ferred to the long record of strict dis- 
cipline that had been enforced and 
had resulted in» only one fatal acci- 
dent in the entire history of the Geor- 
gia railroad. 

Answering the charge of discrimina- 
tion, he told of many cases where em- 
ployeeg had admitted their wrong; had 
declared their intention. of abiding 
strictly by the rules in the future, and 
had been reinstated. No such admis- 
sion was ever made by Paschal, he 
said; but, on the contrary, “the com- 
mittee, acting for Mr. Paschal, was 
so persistent in its attitude that he 
had committed no offense that it was 
willing to go to the dephorable ex- 
treme of precipitating a strike. How 
could the railroad have extended an 
unsought clemency to an unconfessed 
and unrepentent offender?” 

President T. K. Scott followed Mr. 
eat with a statement, in which he 
declared tuat Paschal's retention 
would have resulted in numerous and 
continued violations o. law by i .m- 
ployees of ihe Georgia. 

“Discipline Essential,” 

“In the operation of railroads” 
inforcement of discipline by the 
transportation officers is not omy 
more essentia] than in the army or the 
navy, but it is more uaifficult,” he said. 

Vice President Murdock consumed 
about three hours in his closing argu- 
ment tor the organizations, outlining 
the evidence in detail that had been 
presented, but not atempting to make 
any new charges or statements. He 
reiterated his charge of discrimination 
and declareu that.the ofncials of tne 
Georgia railroad were opposed to al 
organized laber. 

After the arguments of the rallroad 
officiais he arose for a few final 
words in reply, producing the origi- 
nal strike ballot to show that they had 
contended from the ver: first exactly 
the same thinngs that had been ar- 
gued before the arbitration board.

LITTLE BOY PROVES HERO 


IN APARTMENT FIRE WHERE 
FOUR PEOPLE ARE RESCUED 


Four persons, one of them a $-year- 
old child, overcome by smoke while 
rushing through the burning building 
to alarm its occupants, were rescued 
from the Calumet apartments, at 46% 
Auburm avenue, when a spectacular 
blaze threatened to destroy the entire 
structure early last night. No one 
was injured seriously. 

Nine-year-old Cecil Reeves, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. A. D. Reeves, who oc- 
cupy a room on the second floor, was 
first to discover the blaze. Smoke was 
rapidly filling the building as he sped 
up the hallway, screaming, ‘Fire,’ and 
banging upon the doors. 

He ran up the stairway to the top 
floor, and as he cried, “Fire,” at the 
last room in the hallway, the smoke 
Was so dense that he was overcome. 

Succumbs to Dense Smoke. 

The plucky youngster fell gasping 
before the room of the occupants he 
had alarmed. He was caught in the 
arms of.a roomer he had aroused in 
time to escape suffocation and carried 
to fresh air in the street. 

Two of those saved from the build- 
ing were carried from the top floor 
by firemen down scaling ladders. They 
are Bob Lewis, a shipping clerk for- 
merly from Acworth, Ga, who occu- 
pied a room upon the third floor, and 
W. A. Davis, a medical student, whose 
room also wat-on the top page 


Cummings. 


Dr. William A. Gibson, of Agricola, 
Ga., whose room was upon the second 
floor, was confined to bed with a seri- 
ous case of mumps. Staggering down 
the steps, he was overcome, when E. 
K. Lazenby, whose home is in Camack, 
Ga., caught the man in his arms ‘and 
carried him to safety. 

Carried Down Scaling Ladders. 

Bob Lewis, the youth who was res- 
cued from the top floor by firemen, 
had started for the street when the 
alarm was first given. Hearing a fall- 
ing body upon the upper floor, he ran 
up the steps to render. assistance. 
Groping about in the dense smoke, the 
Was unable to find any one and had 
Started for the stairway, when over- 
come by smoke. 

He was found lying in the hallway, 
and quickly recovered from the ef- 
fects of the smoke, assisting occupants 
of the burning apartments in rescuing 
their trunks and effects. 

Later, there spread over the surging 
crowd the report that the two Reeves 
children were asleep in a second floor 
room. Within fifteen minutes they 
were found in a neighboring building, 
Where they had taken refuge after be- 
ing rescued. 

This was the second fire of the 
week in this block, the first doing 
large damage in the stores at Auburn 
aml Ivy streets. Last night’s damage 
was $1,000, according to Chief W, B.

JOHN T. COOPER, 
EX-MAYOR DEAD 


Cooper, ex-mayor of At- 
many years county 
clerk, died at St. Joseph’s infirmary, 
at 11:35 o’clock last night,- after an 
illness covering a period of several 
months. He was widely known and 
took an interest in the affairs of the 
state and city. He was 69 years old. 
The funeral arrangements have not 
been completed. 

Recently Mr. Cooper went to Florida 
to regain his health, which had been 
failing for some time, and upon his re- 
turn to Atlanta be suffered a relapse. 
After his removal to the sanitarium 
he seemed to improve, and his friends 
had high hopes for his recovery. 

He was born in Cobb county in 13843. 
He was a son of Colonel James Fair- 


lee Cooper, U. S. A., of New York, who 
settled in Augusta, 


and who after- 
wards moved to Marietta. 
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His father 
was one of the founders of the Geor- 
gia Military college, and served under 
Generals Johnston and Hood in nota- 
ble engagements. Mr. Cooper inher- 
ited from his father a membershtp in 
the Society of the Cincinnati, an or- 
ganization of revolutionary leaders. He 
was the only mebber in Georgia. His 
brothers were Charies, Thomas J. and 
Fred Cooper, and his sister is Mrs. 
Frank Myers, of Atlanta. He is sur- 
vived by one son, Samuel Cooper, at- 
tached to the battleship Tennessee. 

From early manhood his career was 
eventful. He was first secretary of 
the board of commissioners of Fulton 
county. In 1886 he was elected mayor 
of Atlanta without opposition. He was 
author of what was Known as the 
“zig-zag” law during the liquor cru- 
sade. His attitude on all public ques- 
tions was fearless, and he gave much 
thought to civic problems. He was 
a member of counci]! and the alder- 
manic board from the sixth ward prior 
to his election as mayor. 

Many public improvements began 
with his administration. Street paving 
was started. He also gave the city 
the clear Water basin at the old wa- 
terworks. There are a number of oth- 
er public improvements that stand as 
monuments to his zeal and enter- 
prise. 

Many old friends were at the bed- 
side when he breathed Wis last, and 
many hearts will be touched with sor- 
row at the news.

Woodward and his allies would not 
admit defeat. A conference was held 
shortly after the aldermanic board ad- 
journed, and Alderman John BEB, Mc- 
Clelland, one of the bitterest oppo- 
nents of the new destructor project, 
began making preparations for 
another struggle in the courts. All 
11 o'clock he was still at work. No 
statement was given ovt up to that 
time as to what would be the next 
move. 

Engineer W. E. -Dowd, manager of 
the sales department of the Destruc- 
tor company, said that he had wired 
New York headquarters to ship the 
steel, boilers and other matertal al- 
ready contracted for at once., He de- 
clared that with the old plant dis- 
mantled and the site cleared, nothing 
would stop the work. 

‘T'll have 200 men on 
as soon as I can start,” he declered. 
“We are going to make good every 
promise that we have made the eity 
of Atianta. The plant wtll be partly 
ready hefore May.

“EDITOR GONZALES ANALYZES _ 
PARTY’S ONE-TERM PLANK | 


Editor W. E. Gonzales, of The Co- 
lumbia (8S. C.) State..in a recent edito- 
rial analyzes the possibilitics and dan- 
gers in that plank in the democratic 
| platform indorsing a single presiden- 
tial term, together with the political 
rumors that have grown out of it. 

Mr. Gonzales bases his editoria] upon 
one in which The Washington (D. C.) 
' Star comments upon the action of the 
; people of Columbia in purchasing the 
| boyhood home of Woodrow Wilson for 
‘the vacation use of the latter covering 

a “period of eight years.” The Star 
remarks, good-naturedly, that such ex- 
' pression constitutes a “secession” from 
‘the one-term democratic plank, but 
sees plausibility in it for the reason 
if denied a sec- 
ond term, may be interrupted in the 
|very midst of materializing the party's 
platform. 

Opposition Groomed toe Wilson? 

Editor Gonzales reproduces a letter 
from a Denver, Colo., admirer of Mr.

program, it would be hampering to the

“The question is not, as our Colorado 
friend seems to imagine, whether Mr. 
Wilson shall have eight years in the 
white house or Mr. Bryan four years: 
it is whether the democratic party 
shall be on the same footing as other 
parties and able to act in the choice of 
a candidate as circumstances make ad- 
vantageous. “Conditions might be such 
that the rusest promise of Mr. Bryan's 
election as president would be Mr. Wil- 
son's re-election in 1916; on the other 
hand, the party might be so fortified 
during Mr. Wilson’s first term that a 
change in party leadership could be 
made without peril to party success. 

“That a single term is ‘too long for 
a bad man’ jis obvious; that it is long 
enough for a good one is dependent 
upon the length of the term. That ad- 
vocates of a single term In recent times 
and in the early days of the republic 
considered a four-year tenure not suf- 
ficient for a good man to do efficieat 
work as president is matter of record 
— they advocated a six-year term. 

“In a nutshell: Until there is a con- 
stitutional provision for a single prest- 
dential term, four or six years, the 
people of the party absolutely retain 
the right to say whetherea president 
Shall have a renomination, and no 
plausible construction can be placed 
upon the single term plank to deny 
them that privilege. Of course, it is 
futile to contend that a convention 
could speak for any candidate and 
peldge him to decline a call to service 
when such call violates neither law. 
Precedent, nor custom.”

The Utility. Fowl; Its Value to 
oultry Industry. 


the 
CONTINUED. 

In a former article I tried to give 
to the uninformed a clear idea of the 
utility fowl, what it was, how it was 
bred and from the standpoint of the 
fancy, why it: could not be used to 
hold the shape, feathers and general 
points required by the standard of 
perfection in order to breed fowls up- 
ward to the highest law of perfection 
ceqvired by the standard. 

The uninformed have never been 
able to grasp this idea. For years the 
breeders of the fancy fowl were ridi- 
culed. For many years they could 
not be convinced that a fancy bred 
fowl was better in every respect than 
the old blue hen that grandmother and 
rnother raised on the farm, and today 
theusands of farmers all over the 
south cling to this idea yet. But they 
are rapidly having their eyes opened. 
They are being rapidly educated by 
the poultry shows and by the poultry 
papers that are going into almost 
every farm home. They are reading 
neore today than ever before in their 
lives. 

Now these utility fowls are going 
out on the farms and the farmers are 
rapidly learning their superiority to 
th» old blue hen and her chickens. 
There are some things that the unin- 
formed have vet to learn about tihe 
utility fowl, the most important of 
which is how to breed them so as to 
get the very best results from them. 

In the cities 4nd towns a male bird 
is a useless expense and is a nuis- 
ance apart from the expense. I have 
said this before many times. With- 
out a male your hens will lay more 
and better eggs. In the spring you 
can purehase from almost any poul- 
try man baby chicks almost as cheap 
aa you can buy eggs. You get rid, in 
this way, of lice and mites and the 
trouble of worrying with the setting 
hen. 

Now out on the farm where there 
is a good range the farmers could add 
largely to the income of the farm by

The time ie near at hand when an 
not be marketable 
anywhere, and when infertile eggs 
will be sold at an advance over the 
fertile egg. This matter should re- 
ceive the closest attention by every 
farmer in the south, for we are tar 
behind other sections of the country 
in the production of eggs and chick- 
ens. 

Now as to how to dispose of the 
cockerels. A farmer should endeavor 
to hold on to his pullets and market 
the ocockerels as soon as they are 
large enough to use for food The 
excess of pullets should be closely 
culled and those that are the most 
vigorous Kept and only those that are 
more backward in their development 
sold. In this way you can build your 
stock up. Never allow a weakling to 
resiain in the flock. 

Watch vour range hens closely; have 
clean nests where they can lay their 
eggs. Have a comfortable house built 
for them, facing the south, with the 
south end open and the three other 
sides so tight that the wind cannot 
reach them
